bushels,

indicated 
yield of 29.2 bushels per acre, and 
one of the five largest corn crops ev­ 
er produced in this country. 
Unfor­ 
tunately for us- Brazos county has 
had, it seems, little to do with 
the 
large production of corn this year. 
Our total production will be inade­ 
quate for our own needs, and the 
yield per acre Is below the average 
for the country at large. 
Our acre­ 
age is large enough, 
(perhaps 
too 
large, but we should produce more 
corn. 
We can do this by following 
the plan used by such farmei-s as Joe 
Holik, Jim Tobias. W. E. Graham, 
Julius Manthei, W. E. Moore, J. M. 
Conway. I. M. Cook, J. W. Harris, 
John Sabo- C. M. Risinger, F. H. 
Poole, P. L. Barron and other good 
corn producers. 
These good farm ers 
will tell you th a t good seed, with 
good cultivation will go a long way 
toward helping out even good land. 
Do we need to study our com prob­ 
lem? 
Let’s have a com show, each 
farm er exhibiting ten ears and giv­ 
ing the story of how he produced the 
corn. 
The best of these stories may 
be reproduced for the benefit of oth­ 
er farm ers throughout 
the county. 
Are you willing to 
help this much? 
Certainly, I knew you would. 
Q B E ! 
Have you culled your flock of poul­ 
try ? 
Are you preparing to do so? 
Will you “sw at” that scrub most-'r 
and put in his place a standard bred? 
The majority of the people little rea­ 
lize to w hat extent our poultry has 
been improved throughout the county 
but much remains to be done yet. We 
have made improvements, but mea­ 
sured by the standard of perfection 
we are far from the goal. Much of 
our standard bred poultry will not 
qualify for the show ring, and by no 
means have we reached the point 
where we can ^produce a uniform egg. 
If we hold the ground we have gain­ 
ed, 
continuing steadfast in the pur­ 
pose of producing nothing hut the 
best, the time will come when our 
poultry' and poultry products will be 
sought on account of the quality and 
the price will always be more satis­ 
factory. 
Are you preparing your 
poultry for the show December 6-7-8? 
You will make progress by making 
comparison at the show.

least. 
The idea as set forth by the 
Michigan bankers in this program is
